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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/31/06 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
USSN 10/773201 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 1, paragraphs 8 and 9, and page 2, paragraphs 
1 and 2, filed 5/31/06, with respect to claims 1,19, and 38 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1,19, and 38 has been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

- The primary reason for allowance of claims 55 and 57 is due to the combination 
of limitations which state "the nozzle being formed in one wall of the bubble 
forming chamber and a liquid inlet formed in an opposing wall, with at least one 
side wall extending between the opposing walls" and "the spacing between the 
heater element and the side wall is between 0.1 microns and 20 microns." These 
limitations in combination overcome the prior art. 
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- The reason for allowance for claims 2-4, 6-18, 20-23, 25-37, 39-41 , 43-54, and 
56 is due to their dependency on claims 55 and 57 which are deemed allowable 
over the prior art.
